“Taxes are puid in the sweat of every 
man who labors.” 

Congress, as this is written, is be- 
ginning to remember that profound 
truth—and to realize that the public 
remembers it, too. 

Therein lies a headache—not only 
for Congress but for all other officers 
of government, whether national, 
state or local, who have spent the 
people’s money at such amazing 
speed during recent years. 

The trouble is that in proportion 
to public expenditures, there are 
fewer earnings for the tax-collectors 
to levy on than there were, let’s say, 
a@ decade ago. 

Recently - published figures have 
brought this fact dramatically to the 
taxpayer’s attention. They show, for 
example, that whereas in 1929, taxes 
took one-eighth of the national in- 
come (which means the earnings of 
all the people), by 1932, they took 
one-sixth, and by 1935 more than 
one-fifth. 

Or put it another way! In 1928, 
the average American labored one 
day out of every eight to pay the 
costs of national, state and local 
government; in 1932 he labored one 
Gay out of every six for the same 
purpose, and in 1935, one day (and a 
few hours over) out of every five. 

Yet even that didn’t meet the 
whole cost. If government last year 
had paid all its bills in cash, nearly 
one-third of all the money earned 
by the American people would have 


been required to balance the ac- 
count. Instead, government bor- 
rowed, which ineans that the bill 


must be paid out of future earnings 
of the workers or their children— 
still in the sweat of the man who 
labors. 

Today the politicians are search- 
ing feverishly for a method of pro- 
ducing taxes without the inevitable 
sweat. Thev find it a difficult job. 
Perhaps they are approaching it at 
the wrong end. If the, want to make 
things easier for the people, who 
ultimately pay the bills, why not 
turn their thoughts to the problem 
of spending fewer billions, rather 
than to the question of how to col- 
lect more? 
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Gas Taq Raise Bad For 
Business, Report Deciares 


Higher gasoline tax rates im- 


posed in several states last year 
had a definitely harmful econo- 
mic effect, it is revealed in a re- 
port received by the California 
State Automobile Association on 
the results of tax boosts in New 
York, Pennsylvania and Deleware. 

Loss of gasoline and oil busi- 
ness to other states, decreased use 
of motor vehicles, reduced con- 
sumption of motor fuel and lubri- 
cants, and an increase in tax eva- 
sion have occurred in those states, 
the report discloses. 

Two other states which raised 
gasoline tax rates last year were 
not included in the study, Connec- 
ticut, because only the first 
month’s

Refreshnr 


Texas Exposition 

Gathers Speed In 
Exhibitors’ Rush 
Building Program Takes Form 


As 5,000 Workmen Labor 
24 Hours a Day 


DALLAS, Texas—Three shifts 
of workmen—close to 5,000 men 
working 24 hours a day—are rush- 
ing the Texas Centennial Exposi- 
tion’s buildings toward completion 
by the opening date, June 6. 

The Exposition’s own $15,000,000 
construction program is well under 
way. The City of Dalla: has broken 
ground on its $3,500,000 program, 
constituting seven permanent build- 
ings which will form a vast civic 
cultural center when the Exposi- 
tion is over. The State of Texas is 
racing work on the $1,200,000 Hall 
of State, one of the show pieces of 
the fair. The Federal Government 
has its two buildings—the Federal 
Building and the Hall of Negro 
Life and Culture—ready to leave 
the drafting room stage and be- 
come realities. 

The Midway, probably the great- 
est the United States has ever seen, 
is taking a tentative form as enter- 
tainment concessionaires fight for 
choice sites. 

Not far from the industrial ex- 
hibits—where the latest exhibits of 
industry and science will be shown 
—the Exposition two Livestock 
Buildings are rising. 

Here the greatest livestock show 
the nation ever has seen°will be 
housed. 

The buildings alone will cost 
$400,000, complete with a veter- 
narians’ hospital and every modern 
device for the care of livestock. 

The value of the stock which will 
be exhibited here between June 6 
and Nov. 29 cannot be estimated. 

Paul M. Massmann, in charge of 
the Exposition’s exhibit depart- 
ment, already has laid before Gen- 
era! Manager William A. Webb 
contracts for more than 80 per cent 
of the available Exposition display 
space.

Gasoline consumption in Penn- 
sylvania dropped 9.07 per cent as 
a result of the higher tax; New 
York lost 6.6 per cent; and Dele- 
ware 3.2 per cent. 

“While the immediate effect of 
a gasoline tax increase is to in- 
crease the revenue from motor 
fuel,” the report comments, “eva- 
sion, bootlegging, increased ad- 
ministrative difficulties and costs, 
and the natural restriction of mo- 
tor vehicle use, all combine to re- 
duce revenues.

Administration Cost Made EffectedByRegulations 


Further slashing reductions in 
the administrative costs of the 
State Relief Administration were 
ordered this week by Charles I. 
Schottland, acting SRA adminis- 
trator, as plans progressed for in- 
tegrating functional now 
in the hands of the state, with 
county governments. 

At a meeting with more than 


relief, 


30 of his district field represen- 
tatives and district social work- 
ers from all parts of tne state, 
Schottland announced that ap- 
proximately 1,000 persons 
been dropped from the SRA ad- 
ministrative staff during the pas: 
three weeks. 


The latest cuts, Schottland dis- 
closed, have brought the adminis- 
trative personnel down to less 
than 4,000. At the peak of the 
SRA program last August, more 


'than 14,000 persons were on the 
| payrolls. 


Additional reductions 
will be made at regular intervals

during the next few weeks until 


only a small but compact organ- 
ization wil remain, said Schott- 


land. 
The cuts are in line with recent 
instructions from the State Re- 


lief Commission to pare the costs 
of administering relief in Califor- 
nia to the lowest 
tent with the interests 
of the state and the relief clients. 
This was necessary 
through the complete cessation of 
Federal relief funds, 
the SRA to meet its entire relief 
burden from its limited state re- 
sources. The funds available for 
relief during February will total 
$2,000,000, but during the suc- 
ceeding four months of the fiscal 
vear they will be reduced to $1,- 
500,000 monthly. 

Other substantial in 
overhead costs of the relief setup 
are expected to be realized thru 
the consolidation and centraliza- 
tion of various departments of 
the SRA. First of the various de- 
partments to be affected, 
the Department of Research and 
Survey and the Statistical Divi- 
sion, which were ordered consol- 
idated, and the Property Division 
which was reorganized with a 
consequent reduction in personnel.

Commercial, industrial and 
home modernization loans insured 
by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration still are being made on 
terms of nothing down, and are 
not affected by new regulations 
just announced, it was declared 
by the government agency. 

The new ruling was said to con- 
cern only three household appli- 
ances — mechanical refrigerators, 
washing machines and ironers— 
on which a down payment of 10 
per cent will be required after 
February 15. Purchasers are per- 
mitted three years in which to 
complete the payment in equal 
monthly installments. 

Loans up to $2000, for the pur- 
chase of appliances and for mod- 
ernization and repair of real prop- 
erty, are insured under this phase 
of the National Housing Act. In- 
dustrial and commercial proper- 
ties, stores, hotels and apart- 
ments, may be rehabilitated by 
gsovernment-insured loans up to 
$50,000, repaid over periods as 
long as five years. 

This phase of the Housing Act 
by law March 31 and 
prospective purchasers and mod- 
ernizers are being urged by deal- 
ers to complete negotiations for 
loans before that time. 

Continuing as a permanent of- 
fering of the government, 
ever, is the insured single mort- 
gage system for financing homes, 
under which the Federal Housing 
Administration insured mortgages 
amounting to as much as 80 per 
cent of the value of residential 
property for as long as 20 years. 
The mortgage is paid in equal 
monthly installments which ab- 
sorb all costs, including taxes and 
insurance. 

‘Home building in Northern 
California last year soared to the 
hichost peak in five years and 
promises to eclipse that record 
this year’, declared Jay Keegan, 
associate director of the Housing 
Administration. “Not less than a 
thousand will be started 
in this district during the month, 
than 600 in the bay area, 
as a result of interest stimulated 
by the Better Housing program. 
The public is fast discovering that 
insured single mortgage financing 
makes home ownership cheaper 
than paying rent, while govern- 
ment inspection is producing bet- 
ter homes.”
